In Loiuloii recently, Liout.-Coloiiel 
T. B. Strang^, R. A., Dominion In- 
spector of Artillery, read a piipi-r _ at 
the Royal United Service Institution 
dn'thoJi'Militory Aspect of Canada." 
Lielit-Colonel Strange said the defence 
of Canada had been amply ventilated, 
and the best possible advice given from 
the date of the first Militia Bill, the 
principal provisions of wliicli were 
adopted by the succeeding Govern- 
ment. From the North Pole wo need 
fear no aggression, for the brave Cana- 
dians would tind only allies in tlio re- 
Bistless cohorts of Ficld-Marslial Frost, 
as they would sweep across the deso- 
late plains to meet the southern invad- 
er. Unfortunately their Hanks wore 
not so secure, resting on Atlantic and 
Pacific seaboards, for though Britannia 
might be said, in music hall parlance, 
to rule the waves, we had not entirely 
a monopoly of the water-ways of the 
world. We must, therefore, said Vo\. 
.Strange, consider the high seas as a 
base of operations common to ourselves 
and our possible enemies, who had 
moreover a second base on the Conti- 
nent, -which we roughly called British 
North America. Our inadequately 
protected coaling station at Vancouver 
was much nearer and secondary bases 
OB tlie Pacific shore of Asiatic Russia, 
as woll as the harbors of Oregon and 
California, to say nothing of the others 
along the GOO or 700 miles of coast, 
where wo had no foothold, and could 
bo utilized by a aoi-dimnt neutral Pow- 
er. Until the Canadian Pacitic Knil- 
way was completed the Canadian Gov- 
ernment would have to send from its 
store department at Ottawa and l\Ion- 
treal round by Cape Horn, every nuis- 
kot, pound of powder, and uniform re- 
quired in British Columbia. The ^se- 
cond common base of operations against 
Canada would bo tlio Atlantic .soaboard, 
round which the struggles of old wars 
had surged, and of which time did not 
alter the strategic conditions. The 
strategic points on the railway system 
on the Atlantic seaboards ho believed 
to be St. Andrew's at the nioutli of tho 
James, the boundary river, St. John, 
N. B., and Fredericton, Halifax, Syd- 
ney, Piotou, Charlottetown, Prince 
Edward Island, Moncton, Chatham and 
Dalhousio. Quebec he regarded as the 
most important of all the gateways of 
tho St Lawrence, tho .strategic value 
of which could scarcely be exaggerated. 
Its fall lost a continent to France, and

It was also 
the only one possible stronghold upon 
which the militia, if rolled up by an 
ovorwhelmning force from the West, 
could retreat and wait for help, which 
would never be denied by the old 
country. Referring to the general 
characteristics of Canadians, Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Strangei aaid ho believed 
whether English or French Canadians, 
there was not tiuor otuH" for soldiers 
among any population in the world. 
One of the chief defects in tho militarv 
condition of C iuada was in theorgauiz 
ation for tlie tran.sports and supply of 
aramunitiou ii^ the tield, which was a 
question of vital iinpoi'iunco.

worst characters. The "Coventry Bear" 
is a case in jioint. Thi.s man, once 
the terror of that ancient city, is now 
earnestly persuading his fellows to re- 
form, and begin a new life in tho 
power of the Gosjiel. In Lontlon the 
movement is assisted by the labors of 
Mr. OnABRlNQTON, a son of the wealthy 
brewer at Stepney. This gentleman 
has relinquished his highly lucrative 
prospects in the firm of (.'iiauuinc;ton, 
Head it Co. on account of his decided 
temperance convictions. Tho sacrifice 
is real and great. He lias thrown him- 
self heart and soul into various efforts 
to do good to tho poor people of tho 
wretched and degraded locality whore 
the brewery is situated, and towards 
the degradation of which it has doubt- 
less done its share. A great buildijig 
of ii"ou plat&s is erected here, and 
flaming placards and blatant music are 
used to attract n Whitechapcl crowd. 
One cannot wholly condcnm a move- 
. mont carried on by such men, and 
which has born suah fruit; and yet the 
neighboring minister.^ complain that 
their evening congregations are sadly 
thinned by these gatherings, and that 
serious evils are induced. The exist- 
ence of these .is shown by. an applica- 
tion made for some of the "army" to bo 
sworn tn as special constables. 

ON'LY ANOTHER LUNATIC 
GONE. 

The local press of the Royal City an- 
nounce another deatii at the Lunatic 
Asylum, which makes eleven patients 
that have passed away .since the con- 
cern was moved to that place some 
twelve months ago. This is a frightful 
rate. According to official returns 
the average number of patients; during 
the period was 35. The mortality, then,.

per annum when the establishment was 
at Victoria. About a year since we 
remember that the Government press 
felicitated the country on the fact that 
the daily cost of feeding the patients 
had been largely reduced by the adop- 
tion of "the "Banting" system. "We 
think tho saving announced was somc- 
thipg like 13 cents j^er diem on each 
patient. It has also been remarked 
that immediately after this important 
"economy" was introduced the death- 
rate began to rise, and it has continued 
on the up-grade ever since. From all 
that we can learn the principle on 
which tho Ivunatic Asylum is being 
run is not unlike tho Work'us manage- 
ment in the days when Dickers opened 
the eyes of tho British public through 
Oliver Twkt. Even "Beadle Buhblk," 
we arc assured, is not omitted from the 
local counterpart. We have urged tho 
Government again and again to insti- 
tute an examination, but they sccni to 
regard a pauper patient, more or less, 
unworthy of' any attention and the 
mortality continues at a rapidly in 
creasing ratio. 

"LKAF BY LEAF THE ItOSES

The Gov 
ernment wanted an excuse to place a 
few friends, and are now engaged in fill- 
ing the vacancies as rajiidly aH[iOHsible.

They arri\'ed from Memphis only the 
day before tlun* wore removed to the 
hospital. The death of i\Irs. Poinoroy 
is the third that has occurred here this 
year from yellow fever, and tho first 
at tho yellow fever hospital. All of 
the eases were imported from Memphis, 
not !i single local case having Qccurreil.

The exijcriiuenta arc to bo con- 
tinetl to the illumination of public 
streets, railway stations, theatres, and 
other places of public resort; antl it is 
also stipulated tliat tho charge in each 
case shall not exceed the actual cost 
price.

The business will not be extended to 
bi-anches for a little timo yet. The 
liaiik has been clo.sed since the 4th of 
December. 

Mr. James Padwick, the English 
turfman and agent, has sued the well 
known Mr.s. Laura Tliistlctliwavte antl 
her husband for X9,000, lent the lady 
in tho belief that she had a separate 
estate. She denies that she inatle any 
such statement, and her hu.sband pileads 
non-liability for the purpose for which 
the debt was contracted. 

If the present weather continues the 
prospects of the Irish harvest will bo 
most promising everywhere. The ac- 
counts from all parts of the provinces 
aro hopeful with respect to every 
description of crop. This improved 
state of the farmers' anticipations has 
done a groat deal to cheek adverse in- 
fluences in another direction, and meet- 
ings to comjilain of their lot aro not 
now so coninion among the agricultur- 
ists.

If 
Ihe ape.x of Roof should exceed tho height 
of Firo Walls, then the Roof must ha 
covered with such material aa will afford 
protection against Fire. In tho case of 
uablos the Walla are to be carried up to 
tho full height of tho Apex of said Roof. 
Tho ttiin Building, as applied in this 
Section, .sliall not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, 'Wood or Wliarf 
Sheds. 

|{. All Repairs to Building.s constructed 
uf brick, stone, or other incombustible 
in.itevials, shall be made to conform to 
tliis Ordinance. 

■i. The Wooden Building within tho 
Biiid Firo Limits shall not be altered or 
changed without the written permission of 
the Chief Engineer of the Victoria Piro 
Department, approved by a majority of 
the Firo Wardens, which permit shall 
specify fully the alterations or changes re- 
(piired, and no such permit shall be given 
if any increase will be made by tho pro- 
posed change or alteration in tho size of 
any Wooden Building within the said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase tho v.alue of such building 
nioro than Twenty-five per cent. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits .shall be kept on file in tho 
ofiioG (if tliu City Clork. 

5. No Building within tho said Firo 
Limits shall bo removed except to a por- 
tion (if tho same lot on which it stautU or 
to a point outside tho Fire Limits. 

G. Whenever any building shall bo by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
the judgment of tho Chief Engineer and 
a majority of the Firo Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within tho said Fire Limits shall, * 
in tho judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and a majority of the Fire Wardens, be 
damaged by fire to the extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
gineer slinll cause to bo served upon the 
owner or person having control tlloreof a 
notice requiring such person to romoTO 
the same forthwith, and tho person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving the same comply with the 
reciuirements thereof. 

7. One Story UiuV^fin^.s— Foundations 
to be not-less than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in tho hard clay or gi-avol, as the caso may 
be, brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. Two Story Buildingf — 
Foundations to bo not less ^han twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than cigh- 
toon inches in the hard clay or gravol, m 
the caso may be. Brick JValls — Ground 
floor to be not less thaii seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not leas than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or pereona violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before tho Police 
Court shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than one hundred 
dollars, tind each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall be deemed 
a new offence and punished accordingly. 

9. The Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Fire Department and tho Fire Wardens 
arc required to see that tho provisioiis of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make Com- 
plaints in the Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may bo cited for all 
purposes as " The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
tho Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879.
